ADDRESS. 

The  Mcndxrs  of  The  Qnobec  Emiiiranf-'  Soijety,  in  carrying  the  iliovc  rosnhition  into  effect,  arc  anxious  to  have  it 
undeistortd,  in  the  lir«l  pla<e,  that  it  is  by  no  mcitis  ti'ie  principle  of  tie.  i:  linjy,  nor  the  ol.ject  of  the  present  ni(  asure,  to 
(Jisroiiiagt'  llniiMralion.  <.):i  the  contrary,  tliey  profess  theniselvrs  dee;-.'y  j.ens'iljle  of  lie'  beiielits  thence  resnltiii;;  to  these 
Colonies— Ihcy  tinh'  appreciite  tin"-,  hmefits  ;  they  would  rejoice  also  in  loiifrilniliii:;  (o  relieve  t'leir  Molliei-Coinilrv  from 
the  evi's  ofa  reihnulant  |i,.pulntion  :  and  they  would  feel  tli.lt  ihcv  h;i(!  much  to  ansuer  for,  were  they  to  become  instru- 
mental in  iheckins  this  \  lUiable  inlbix  of  inhabitants  into  a  coniitry.  the  vcrv  face  of  uhicli  invites  them,  as  it  were,  to  the 
expi  riaient,  and  open,,  to  tlieir  industiy  vast  tracts  of  land  unreclaimed  from  tlic  wild'rne^s,  which  are  capable,  under  the 
hand  of  An,  ofyiehliin  the  means  of  sustenance,  and  tlje  tomforts  of  life,  to  many  millions  of  human  beings. 

Rnl  the  local  evporioncc  of  the  last  few  years  has  ainjily  ,!„«ii  that  sonte  measures  are  necessary  to  place  the  ^•,stpm 
of  Iviiii;ration  under  proper  rejinUitions— to  provide  a^Miiist  linny  evils  and  much  misery  ari-ini;  from  tht  i^nuranre  and  mis- 
niiiiagempnt  of  the  persons  who  emigr.i'  •— and  (o  prrseivr,  with  the  smallest  pc^sible  deductions,  the  advania^es  on  cither 
side  accruing. 

Under  the  intlucncc  of  thr«e  iii'presMons.  the  Scricly  pro<'eod  to  state,  in  a  specific  form,  the  objects  of  thi'  present 
,iridre.,_thc  tirs!  of  which,  is  to  make  an  appeal  to  the  comjiassion  and  generosity  of  the  B.Xnh  and  Irish  I'ubUc,  in  behalf 
ol  their  own  cointrynn  ii,  aniviiig  as  strangers  in  this  Province. 

Thonumber  of  Kndgrants  who  have  arrived  at  the  Port  of  (^nebee,  since  the  opening  of  the  navigation  for  the  present 
sei«en,amnu!;t=  tp  upwards  of  l'J,t)'IO,  which  probably  exceeds  two  thirds  of  the  in)p\ilatlon  of  the  City  itself.— it  will

nme;,;  the  Km^-ranls— that  the  death  of  individiuds  throws  whole  fumilies  np-e  th-  ,i-ablic— that  sldpsvieclv,  w  ilb  all  its 
iiccompainmenlsof  loKS  and  hardship,  occasionally  (i>n!!)letes  the  catalogue  of  ills — aiu:  that,  especially  as  the  « inter  closes 
in, the  Inhabil.inl'^  of  this  City  have  upon  tin  ir  hands  an  accumuUitiou  of  mis".y  md  dlsfrc",  for  which  tlcy  are  without 
nie:ins  to  provi''c  any  adeipiatc  remedy.
